Mark  Guy  Pearse  look  ua  with  him 
to  the  slums  of  London,  and  showed 
us  the  terrible  struggle  carried  on 
against  poverty,  vice,  and  misery  of 
all  kinds ;  while  in  contrast  to  this 
sad  picture  we  saw,  like  a  patch  of 
fiunshine  in  a  cellar,  the  wonderful 
good  that  he  and  his  little  band  of 
sisters  are  doing  there.  To  these 
unfortunates  he  is  a  tower  of 
strength.  He  shows  them  that,  even 
for  them  there  Ls  hope,  and  love,  and 
forgiveness. 

Surely  there  are  greater  heroes 
than  those  wlio  go  to  war.  "Greater 
love  hath  no  man  than  this,  that  a 
man  lay  down  his  life  for  his  friend."

ANNUAL  MEETJNG. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  direct- 
ors and  shareholders  of  the  Ontario 
Ladies'  College,  Whitby,  took  place 
a  few  days  ago  in  the  college  board 
room,  and  was  well  attended. 

In  the  absence  of  the  honorary  pre- 
sident, the  Honorable  George  A.  Cox, 
and  the  president,  the  Hon.  Charles 
Drury,  R.  C.  Hamilton,  vice-presi- 
dent, was  called  to  the  chair.  Re- 
ports were  presented  from  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  the  Faculty  Com- 


mittee and  fjom  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hare, 
principal,  that  were  exceedingly  grat- 
ifying, and  showed  the  college  to  be 
in  a  very  healthy  state  of  growth 
and  development.  The  financial 
statement  showed  that  the  college 
had  met  all  expenses  and  had  a  hand- 
some surplus  to  be  devoted  to  fur- 
ther improvements. 

The  charter  of  incorporation  pro- 
vides for  twenty-one  directors,  seven 
of  whom  are  to  be  elected  by  the 
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Methodist  General  Coufejence,  and 
fourteen  by  Ltie  siiareiiolders.  The 
names  of  ilie  formar  are  the  Rev.

Many  refejences  were  made  at  the 
annual  meeting  to  the  lamented  death 
of  the  late  Dr.  Dewart,  one  of  the 
truest  and  ablest  fi lends  the  college 
has  had,  and  resolutions  of  sympathy 
were  passed  with  Mrs.  Dewart  and 
family.  Tiie  Rev.  J.  P.  Rose,  D.D., 
of  Hamil^-on,  was  elected  to  take  Dr. 
Dewart's  place. 

The  foliowing  fourteen  directors 
were  unanimously  chosen  by  the 
shareholders,  —  Hon.  George  A.  Cox, 
Hon,  Chas.

H.  \\  ilcox,  J.  L.  Smith  and  Dr.  Adams. 
Inspector  Hughes  and  Dr.  Tovell 
were  added  to  the  Faculty  Committee. 
The  following  oificers  were  elected 
for  the  ensuing  year,  —  Honorary 
president,  Hon.  Cieorge  A.  Cox ;  hon- 
orary vice-president,  tlev.  Dr.  Potts  ; 
preitddent,  Hon,  Chas.  Drury  ;  vice- 
pi  esident,  R.  C.  HamilLon ;  second 
vice-president,  L.  T.  Barclay  ;  secre- 
tary treasurer,  John  Rice. 

The  college  has  entered  upon  an- 
other successful  year  as  shown  by  the 
present  large  enrolmenr  of  over  one 
hundred  and  twenty  resident  stu- 
dents besides  about  thirty  day  stu- 
dents.

CONVENTION  CLIPPINGS. 


Fifteen  of  our  girls  attended  the 
national  Y.  W.C.A.  convention  which 
was  held  in  Toronto  from  Oct,  29 th 
to  Nov.  1st.  That  it  was  a  help  and 
inspiration  to  them  all  is  evidenced 
by  the  zeal  with  which  tliey  entered 
into  our  dissociation  work  on  their 
return.  Our  reporting  delegates 
were  Miss  McAmmond  and  Miss  Sil- 
cox,  and  those  two,  with  Miss  Ed- 
wards and  Miss  McLean,  represented 
us,  as  voting  delegates.  It  was  our 
intention  at  first  to  publish  the  re- 
ports, but  as  space  will  not  permit, 
we  will  merely  give  some  of  the  best 
thoughts  obtained  from  the  different 
speakers. 

First  of  all,  thougli,  we  must  men- 
tion 'how  bono  led  we,  as  reporting 
delegates,  felt,  to  be  the  bearers  of 
Mrs.  Margaret  .Sangster's  message  to 
our  O.L.C.  gills.  It  was,  "Tell  your 
girls  that  I  am  sorry  I  cannot  come 
and  see  thera  myself,  but  tell  each  of 
th"m  \h<il  I  spnd  her  n\y  best  love." 
\^'hen  Mrs.  Sangster  made  her  first 
appf'.a ranee  to  the  convention,  she  was 
introduced  to  us  as  '  Every  girl's 
friond,"  and  we  feel  the  title  is  well 
given.  The  motto  she  gave  us  all 
wuei    John  II.  5.— Whatsoever  He 


eaith  unto  you,  do  it." 

The  foUov/ing  remarks  are  from  the 
opening  address  given  by  Mrs.  T.  M. 
Han  is,  our  most-loved  Dominion  Pre- 
sident :  — 

"  He  best  looks  forward,  who  iirst 
looks  backward." 

There  are  now  in  Canada  800,009 
self-supporting  girls,  'S  per  cent,  of 
the  present  population," 

When  asked  if  she  did  not  find  the 
Y,W\C.A,  work  a  burden,  she  had  re- 
plied, "A  burden?  ^ifcs,  it  is  a  bur- 
den, as  wings  are  to  a  bird,  or,  sails 
to  a  slhip," 

She  made  use  of  the  following  quo-

"  I  am  not  ais  much  of  a  reformer 
a»s  I  used  to  be  ;  1  believe  now  in  be- 
ing more  of  a  "  former."  —  Horace 
Greeley, 

''Get  /the  brick  ready  for  the  wall, 
and  some  day  the  nichn  will  be  ready 
for  'the  brick." — Emerson. 

*'  Give  me  the  young  women  of 
France,  and  m  a  few.  ycvaiis'  I  will  have 
France  itself  lagain."— Napoleon. 

Mrs.  Plumptre  in  her  "  Reasons  for 
Bible  Study,"  told  us  :  — 
"  Do  not  say,  '1  am  so  busy,  and  hava 
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no  time  for  Bible  study,*  but  say, 
rather,  'I  am  so  busy,  I  must  have 
Bible  study.'  " 

"You  Bhould  develop  your  nature 
on  all  sides  ;  don't  develop  physically 
and  mentally,  and  remain  stunted 
spiritually." 

*'  Don't  despair,  because  when  you 
dtsspair,  you  beJp  someone  else  de- 
spair." 

"  Wherever  your  body  goes,  there 
your  shadow  goes  also ;  where  your 
character  is,  there  will  your  influ- 
ence be."

The  World's  Student  Christian  Fed- 
eration," was  most  inspiring.  We 
can  give  only  a  few  o£  his  remarks  :— 

'*  The  College  Societies  aie  show- 
ing that  a  high  Christian  life  is  not 
inconsistent  with  scholastic  attaiti- 
mentis,  social  life,  or  athletic  life, 
but  is,  rather,  an  aid  to  them  all." 

"  There  is  no  more  important  asset 
to  the  wealth  of  the  world  than  these 
societies  which  develop  right  char- 
acters in  t^e  young  people,  who  will 
be  the  future  leaders  of  nations. 
What  makes  a  nation  great  ?  Not 
its  geographical  extent,  its  wealth, 
or  its  population,  but  the  character 
of  its  people." 

These  societies  are    teaching  the 


fitudents  that  tha  object  of  education 
is  not  for  their  own  benefit,  but,  for 
public  service". 

"God  has  a  plp.n  for  each  of  us, 
whether  here  or  far  hence.  Is  He  to 
be  disappointed  ?  Arc  we  to  measure 
up  to  our  own  possibilities?  —  Miss 
McDonald. 

"  IL  is  not  possible  for  an  educat- 
ed mind  to  be  anything  but  influen- 
tial. •  *  •  There  U  no  ground  on 
earth  worth  considering  that  will 
stand  between  us  and  God,"  —  Mrs. 
Hoi  man. 

*'  Sslf-love  is  the  thing  which  spoils 
our  us-^fulness  in  all  our  work,"— Mrs. 
Jean  Blewett. 

Some  pe(;ple  in  repeating  the 
Creed  in  church  Bay  most  fervently 
that  they  believe  in  the  "  Communion 
of  Saints,"  but  when  it  comes  to  real 
life  they  seem  to  preEer  tu  choose  just 
the  particular  saints  with  whom  they 
wish  to  commune."— Miss  Wilson. 

A  most  interesting  and  helpful  ad- 
dress was  lt!e  one  given  us  by  Mr-^. 
Plumptre  in  the  Y,  W.  C.  A,  as  a 
'  Light,  Heat,  and  Power  Company,'  " 
It  is  scarcely  necessary  '^o  give  her 
line  of  thought,  for  the  topic  is  suf- 
ficiently suggestive.

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INSIDE  THE  WALLS. 

A  Sketch  of  the  Daily  Life  at  the  Ontario  Ladies'  College,  Whitby. 
By  Mabel  Burkholder. 


Whitby.  —  the  very  name  recallfl 
pleaaanl  memories  of  a  quiet  town, 
enthroned  like  the  eternai  Mother  of 
Cities  upon  iier  several  hilis,  and 
guaided  on  every  side  by  fruitful 
biopes.  jNear  enough  to  Toronto  to 
enjoy  many  of  the  educational  adva;i- 
tageii  of  tliat  prugreasive  city,  and  yet 
escape  the  annoyances  of  it3  Vjusy, 
huriying  life,  this  peaceful  town  im- 
presses one  as  being  delightfully  and 
wholesomely  lural.  And  all  the 
glory  and  pride  and  life  of  vVhitby  iiS 
wrapped  about  its  justly  celebrated 
college  for  young  ladies.  Situated  a 
miie  and  a  fiaif  from  the  shores  of 
Lake  Ontario,  on  one  of  the  moet  com- 
manding eminenctts  of  the  town,  dis- 
cernible for  miles  around  the  coun- 
tryside, this  building  is  tlie  most 
atrikiug  object  that  meets  the  visit- 
or's 83  e.  Bj  day,  its  many-window- 
ed walLs,  its  towers  and  turrets,  catch 


the  eunlight  at  a  thousand  points; 
whila  at  night  the  broad  circle  of 
twinkling  lights  makes  one  imagiTie 
that  once  more  "  fair  Ariadne's  crown 
out  of  the  iiky  hath  fallen  down."' 

When  inquire  Reynolds  came  to 
Canada  in  ihe  early  fifties  he  ex- 
hibited rare  good  taste  in  selecr.ing 
this  exact  site  for  his  own  palatial 
residence.  The  building  was  com- 
plei.ed  in  1859,  and,  from  its  resem- 
blance to  a  certain  ancient  Eliza- 
bethan structure  in  the  Old  Land,  was 
n?med  Trafalgar  Castle.  Its  ele- 
gant carvings,  lofty  ceilings,  eiten- 
fiive  drawing-rooms,  halls,  and  stair- 
ways, its  georgeous  stained  windows 
proudly  emblazoned  with  the  coat  of 
arms  of  Reynolds,  still  serve  as  a  re- 
minder of  the  long-departed  master 
of  flrafalgar  €astle. 

In  accordance  with  ancient  notioTiiSi 
of  architecture,  the  castU  has  a  se- 
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cret  chamber,  a  suulesa,  cheerless 
little  dungeon,  where  man  may  scar- 
cely istand  without  stoopiug,  so  cie- 
veily  inoerted  ibetvveen  two  floors  as 
toi  be  pi  actically  undiacoverable  ;  aad 
it  has  also  its  secret  pas.'sage  running 
across  the  building  under  the  floors 
of  the  upper  etorey.  That  there  was 
a  niyeterious  undergrouud.  passage  di- 
rect to  the  lake  nearly  two  uiilea  dis- 
tant, w"'i6  u  long  cherished,  but  final- 
ly exploded  fumor.  S'^uirc  Reynolds 
doubtleiss  thought,  like  the  char  act  er 
described  by  the  Psalmist,  that  hia 
name  ehouid  be  continued  as  long  as 
the  eun,  but  alas  for  the  irailty  of 
human  hopes  I  The  man  who  had 
le.id  out  hi6  fortune  for  building  found 
that  he  had  little  left  v.'iLh  which  to 
maintain  the  princely  eatablishment. 
It  wap  not  long  before  N.  G.  Keynolds, 
Esq.,  was  forced  to  hide  in  his  own 
secret  chamber  from  his  creditors. 

The  eptate  was  sold  to  an  enter- 
prising company  of  gentlemen  who 
had  conceived  the  idea  of  turning  it 
ijato  a  college  for  the  higher  education 
of  young  jwomen.  Wings  were  added 
to  the  main  building  as  soon  as  the 
increasing  attendance  made  their  er- 
ection expedient  ;  first  the  Ryerson 
Hj'ILs  extended  from  the  main  buili- 
ing  leftward,  and  of  still  more  L'ecent 
erection  is  the  beautiful  Frances 
Hall,  extending  out  for  many  rods  to 
the  right. 

Since  1874  the  institution  has  been 
under  the  able  direction  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Hare,  who  has  seen  the  work  grow 
tot  fiuch  proportions  as  to  command 
attention  from  the  entire  continent, 
for  it  is  simply  the  truth  to  state 
that  pupils  come  from  CaliCornia  and 
Vancouver,  from  Mexico  and  the  Ba- 
hamas, p;i,s?ing  on  their  way  scores 
of  similar  inslitutions  which  are  us- 
ing every  inducement  to  increase  their 
own  attendance. 

The  small  and  the  tall,  the  strong 
and  the  delicate,  the  self-reliant  and 
the  timid,  they  all  arrive  with  many 
Bccret  misgivings  concerning  their 
future  life  among  bo  many  strangers 
and  so  far  from  home.  Once  inside 
the  door,  the  problem  begins  to  solve 
itself.  A  teacher  kindly  clasps  the 
•tranger'a  hand  and  shows  each  her 


own  room.  The  students  then  do 
their  part,  and  many  and  varied  are 
the  ways  of  showing  hospitality.  Thiy 
have  a  rule  that  the  new  pupils  must 
stay  in  their  own  rooms  on  the  £i(st 
Friday  night  after  their  arrival,  when 
the  old  students  call  on  them  in  merry 
delegations  v£  'threes,  lours,  or  lives. 
The  following  Friday  the  new  girls 
vik;iit  the  old  students.  It  is  said  that 
the  sociability  winch  reigns  during 
these  "  calls  "  is  calculated  to  wear 
off  any  last  traces  of  shyness  which 
remain.  Thej  have  a  language  of 
knocks  on  wails  between  rooms  which 
is  most  perplexing  to  the  uninitiated. 
The  simplest  of  these  signil)',  "  I  am 
alone,  "  Come  in,  "  "I  have  got  a 
treat,  "  etc. 

At  stated  times  the  principal,  or 
eome  one  in  authority,  invites  the 
entire  class  into  the  concert -hall  for 
"  Oysters."  The  more  expectant 
bring  spoons,  but  it  soon  becomes  ap- 
parent that  no  old  girl  is  so  armed. 
"  Oysters  "  turns  out  to  be  liti.lo 
lectures  on  deportment  and  what- 
not-to-do's,  which,  although  whole- 
some, may  be  eaten  without  spoons. 
Friday  night  always  brings  its  spe- 
cial features  and  exemption  from 
studies  ;  sometimes  the  young  ladies 
take  tea  wii^h  their  friends  up  town, 
and  alw;ays  the  drawing-rooms  are 
thrown  open,  where  the  students  may 
learn  to  receive,  entertain,  and  make 
their  adieux  in  proper  stjle. 

The  home-like  atmosphere  is  very 
apparent  everywhere.  One  might 
imagine  the  young  ladies  ail  mem- 
bers of  one  immense  family,  so  pro- 
minent is  the  feeling  of  genial 
good-will.  Teachers  and  students  are 
one,  sitting  down  to  the  same  tables, 
and  enjoying  the  same  social  life. 
Each  student  s  room,  while  provided 
with  light,  heat,  and  the  necessary 
furniture,  may  be  decorated  to  its 
occupant's  taste,  and  many  of  the 
young  ladies  contrive  to  throw  a 
great  deal  of  character  into  their 
surroundings. 

A  typical  room  will  coatain  a  quan- 
tity of  interesting  pictures,  snapshots 
from  their  own  cameras,  magazine 
fronts,  and  their  favorite  Gibsons  and 
Learneds.     They  will  also  be  adorned 
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with  tenniis  racquets,  golf  sticks, 
flags,  ana  Leaps  oi:  comtoftable  look- 
ing cuebiona  worked  in  queer  desigaa, 
a  gjeat  lavoiite  being  the  top  on 
which  is  traced  tne  names  o£  all  the 
fitudentd  lor  the  year.  The  best  of 
all  itf  that  the  miscresseb  of  thei>e 
chajining  apartments  dibpenae  .such  a 
lavish  hospitality  that  no  one  has 
caotse  to  complain  of  ^hat  cramped 
feeling  which  is  apt  to  result  Irom 
living  in  one  room.  Tbe  care  of  sick 
or  delicate  pupils  is  as  motherly  as  it 
fckilful.  A  teacher  makes  onstaat 
rounds  through  the  apartment,  ad- 
viises,  and  summons  medical  aid  if 
necessary,  while  a  nurse  is  constantly 
employed  in  the  building.  But,  for- 
tunately, the  surroundings  are  so 
healthful,  and  the  outdoor  ei^ercises 
fio  vaj'ied,  that  there  are  few  cases 
of  serious  illness  among  students. 

From  the  fact  that  there  are 
ninety-eight  acres  of  land  in  connec- 
tioii  with  ,the  institution,  it  is  non 
Burprising  that  outdoor  sports  are  a 
epeciai  feature  of  college  life.  Ee- 
cellent  opportunity  for  tennis,  bas- 
ket-ball, and  croquet  playing  is  af- 
forded on  the  extensive  lawn  in  front 
of  the  building,  and  some  one  is-  al- 
ways kind  enough  to  teach  new  stu- 
dents who  care  to  learn.  Twuceayoar 
Whitby  Tennis  Team  contend  for 
the  "  tropby  "  with  the  young  ladies 
of  Victoria  .University.  The  trophy 
is  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Ontario 
Ladies*  College. 

All  the  Haunts  in  and  about  the 
town  are  familiar  to  those  who  are 
fond  of  walking  ;  while  the  lake  shore 
Id  the  scene  of  many  a  picnic,  stu- 
dents sometimes  being  allowed  to 
takd  their  lunch  along  and  p'ay  gipsy 
for  the  day.  But  o£  all  merry  revels 
Apple  Day  us  said  to  be  the  gayest. 
In  the  orchard  belonging  to  the  col- 
lege there  ripens,  when  the  year  is 
good,  a  threat  variety  of  tempcing 
fruit,  to  which,  in  due  season,  the 
students  are  allowed  access,  Apple 
Day  comes  just  before  the  picking  of 
the  late  winter  varieties,  and  the 
gills  one  and  all  are  let  loose  among 
the  trees  with  permission  to  carry  off 
as  much  booty  as  they  can.  One  runa 
hither  with    a  pillow-case,  another 


thither  in  search  of  choicer  fruit  car- 
rier a  laundry-bag,  in  another  corner 
one  isees  a  coat  spread  upon  the  grasH 
with  its  tour  knotted  corners  humbly 
doin^'  duty  as  a  receptacle.  What 
care  these  aggressive  young  Amazons 
so  long  as  mey  bear  off  a  goodly 
quantity  of  their  shiny,  red-cheekou, 
unresisting  captives 

But  winter  comes  with  its  frost  and 
cold.  The  oiciiard  is  a  wilderness 
of  snov/ ,  the  lawns  are  buried  in  ice. 
But  Whitby  College  girls  laugh  at 
winter,  conquer  it,  and  compel  it  to 
contribute  to,  instead  of  detract 
from  their  enjoyments.  Naturally 
the  preference  is  given  to  amusements 
tha.t  may  be  carried  on  inside. 

The  musically  inclined  organize  a 
musical  club,  the  art  students  form 
an  art  club,  the  aim  of  which  is  'to 
interest  the  members  in  the  Uvea 
and  work»3  of  master  painters.  The 
literary  society  has  also  a  large  at- 
tendance ;  at  their  first  meeting  ia 
chosen  the  editorial  staff  of  the 
*'  Vox,"  a  highly  amusing  and  enter- 
taining little  journal  published  month- 
ly throughout  the  collegiate  year, 
and  expressing  very  definitely  the 
spirit  of  college  life.  At  the  close  of 
the  year,  the  juniors  give  a  supper  to 
the  seniors,  at  which  toasts  are  given, 
and  the  class  prophecy  and  class  his- 
tory and  read.  The  annual  drive  and 
visit  ;to  the  photograph  gallery  re- 
sults in  the  class  picture. 

Each  succeeding  class  of  graduates 
triee  to  leave  its  distinctive  mark 
about  the  building.  One  year  saw  the 
planting  of  a  flourishing  pear-tree, 
another  was  marked  by  the  betrihg 
out  of  several  slips  of  Boston  ivy. 

On  the  ground  floor  of  Frances 
Hall  are  situated  two  large  apart- 
ments, namely,  the  diniag-room  and 
concert-hall.  The  former,  which  ia 
light  and  cheery,  is  capable  of  con- 
taining a  great  many  tables,  each  of 
which  may  seat  a  dozen  persons. 
Over  the  head  of  each  table  a 
teacher  piesides ;  the  young  ladies 
eerve  different  dishes  in  turn,  and 
thuis  pick  up,  in  a  pleasant  way, 
many  useful  points  of  etiquette. 
The  doors  between  the  dining-room 
and  the  concert  hall  may  be  opened 
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upon  Bpeciai  occasions,  forming  a 
very  spacious  auditorium. 

Let  it  cot  be  iuleried  from  the 
foregoing  paragraphs  that  lite  at 
college  is  a  mere  jound  oL  sports  and 
amusements.  It  is  the  happy  com- 
bination of  work  and  piay  that  pro- 
ducee  the  enviable  resulia.  All  morn- 
ing long  the  students  are  as  busy  as 
beefl  in  their  various  departmeriLs,  rxad 
again  in  the  evening  fiom  seven  un- 
til nine,  the  vacant  halls  are  emptied 
of  the  laughing,  chattering  groups, 
for  this  is  the  hour  wiien  books  are 
opened  upon  study  tables,  and  when 
piano  notes,  above,  below,  and  every- 
where, prove  the  number  of  aspiring 
musicians.  , 

The  courses  of  study  are  very 
broad  in  their  ecope,  and  the  founda- 
tion for  future  culture  is  laid  firm 
and  deep.  It  is  just  in  chis  respect 
that  a  relBident  college  excels  a  day- 
fichool.  Instead  of  being  obliged  to 
cram'  a  brain  full  of  facts  in  view 
of  an  impending  examination,  these 
etudents  are  acquiring  gradually, 
pleasantly  and  thoroughly,  a  train- 
ing that  fits  them  for  any  sphere  into 
which  womanhood  is  likely  to  be  call- 
ed. They  are  not  only  told  how 
things  ought  to  be  done;  they  do 
them.  They  are  not  only  informed 
bow  cultured  people  should  live  ;  they 
live  daily  under  the  most  refining  in- 
fluences. They  are  constantly  in 
touch  with  the  best  people.  Thej- 
hear  the  orators  and  musicians  of  the 
large  cities. 

Above  all  itbey  are  constantly  un- 
der a  wholesome  religious  influence. 
It  is  superfluous  to  add  that  the 
Bible  is  taught  as  broadly  as  other 
branches,  no  attempt  being  made  to 
interfere  with  a  student  s  creed  or  de- 
nominational beliefs.  Two  interest- 
ing events  mark  Sunday  ;  one  is  the 
eight  of  over  one  hundred  young  lad- 


ies walking  by  twos  from  college  to 
church.  The  other  is  the  receiving  by 
evejy  student  of  a  slice  of  bread  and 
butter  after  the  regular  supp'ir, 
which  is  early  on  Sundays.  The  sight 
dt  a  hundred  and  twenty  girls  scur- 
rying away  to  their  rooms  with  their 
prize  is  said  to  never  lose  its  inter- 
est, 

"  All  things  must  die,"  says  Ten- 
nyson ;  and  nothing  can  be  more  ap- 
parent than  that  mournful  truth. 
College  days,  sharing  the  mortality 
of  things  earthly,  must  one  by  one 
glide  into  the  misty  past.  Students 
muse  part,  and  relentless  traius  and 
boats,  after  ttieir  flinty  manner  the 
world  over,  must  carry  long  knitted 
friends  to  remote  distances.  "  No- 
thing will  die,"  exclaims  the  poet  ex- 
ultantly a  moment  later,  and  again, 
and  this  time  gladly,  we  admit  the 
force  of  the  truism.  Above  all,  in- 
fli:ences  cannot  die.  They  follow  ns 
like  invisible  guardians  to  the  end. 
And  here  is  seen  the  moat  widespread 
result  of  the  work  of  the  Ontario  Lad- 
iels'  College.  Can  a  student  from 
some  remote  settlement  eve-r  go  back 
to  her  former  life  without  exerting 
a!  compelling  influence  in  her  com- 
munity ?  Can  a.  soul  filled  with  the 
love  of  the  beautiful  live  under  the 
in;5:piration  of  the  great  masters,  and 
then  relapse  into  ignorant  indiffer- 
ence ?  Can  Jiundreds  of  healthy,  cul- 
tured, thoughtful  young  women  in- 
habit the  borders  of  our  land  with- 
out raising  its  whole  moral  tone?  In 
the  near  future  when  our  Canadian 
literature  and  art  shall  have  come 
into  their  own,  a  finger  will  point 
to  the  hoary  pile  that  crowns  the 
loftiest  eminence  of  Whitby  Town, 
its  voice  will  say,  *'  Canada  has  no 
nobler  mother  of  education  than 
this,"— Copied  from  the  Methodist 
Magazine  without  illustrations. 
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N.c>  doubt  many  of  our  readers  will 
look  twice  at  this  morith'a  issue  of 
our  paper,  before  they  leco^ni/e  an 
old  friend.  We  hope  ail  will  approve 
of  ibe  new  cover,  and  the  other  inno- 
vations in  our  paper.  If  any  girl  has 
a  tiU|?gestion  ;to  make  for  its  further 
improvement,  let  us  hear  it,  and  we 
will  try,  if  possible,  to  put  it  into 
practice. 


^^early  all  of  us  have  been  reading 
with  interest,  the  letters  which  have 
appeared  in  our  leading  dailie,s,  com- 
menting on  an  English  woman's  crit- 
icism of  Canadian  girls.  That  it  was 
biased  and  unmerited,  it  is  unneces- 
sary to  say.  Why  her  feelings  should 
have  been  so  expressed,  is  a  question 
beyond  us.  One  is  tempted  to  think 
they  were  caused  by  a  personal  spite 
or  jealousy,  and  we  feel  sure  that  in 
writing  as  stie  did,  she  was  not  voic- 
ing the  sentiments  of  all  the  Eng- 
lish ladies  who  have  visited  Canada. 
We  have  not  many  of  cur  sisters  from 
across  the  sea,  and  yet  we  fail  to  see 
that  they  are  so  infinitely  superior 
to  cur  Canadian  girls.  They  are 
hardy -looking  girLs,  but  would  \hey 
not  need  to  be  ?  Have  the.v  not  laid 
aside  their  dainty  summer  gowns,  and 
laden  with  their  furs  and  heaviest 
clothing,  have  crossed  the  Atlantic, 
prepared  to  brave  a  season  in  the 
ice-bound  towns  and  cities  of  Can- 
ada ? 

However,  there  must  have  been 
fiome  genuine  alarm  raised  in  vhe 
heart  of  this  particular  Knglish 
woman,  or  she  would  not  have  writ- 
ten: as  she  did.  Still,  she  is  only 
one,  and  we  cannot  judge  all  English 
women  by  \\hat  she  has  so  spitefully 
written.  England  has  some  beautiful 
darjghters  at  home,  but  she  has  many 
just  as  lovely  in  her  colonies,  and  so 
long  as  we  are  more  than  satisfied 
with  our  Canadian  type,— "What  care 
we  for  what  others  may  think

Eifty  weeks  of  business  cares  and  re- 
sponsibilities, and  of  running  up 
against  people  in  the  world,  is  quite 
enough  to  make  us  all  ready  for  this 
season  with  its  spirit  of  Peace  and 
good  will  to  all  mankind.  "  Fifty 
weeks  of  friction  in  different  occu- 
pations, makes  our  work  go  more  or 
leiss  raspingly,  and  this  Christmas 
epirit  seems  to  be  the  very  oil  we 
need  to  make  all  go  smoothly  again. 

Will  we  be  sure  to  remember  amidst 
all  our  festivities  what  Christmas 
really  means,  and  try  to  do  our  share 
of  shedding  about  us  "  peace  "  and 
"  good-will  "  J  If  we  have  that  spirit 
in  our- hearts,  we  will  try  to  make  the 
day  happier  for  those  less  fortunate 
than  ourselves.

THE  ART  OF  READING  WELL. 

*'  If,  in  our  ideas  of  the  fine  arts, 
we  include  all  those  embellishments 
of  civilized  life  which  combine,  in  a 
high  degree,  the  gratification  o£  a 
refined  taste,  with  the  exercise  oF  an 
enlightened  intellect;  then  must 
reading  aloud  hold  a  prominent  place 
amongst  those  arts  which  impart  a 
charm  to  a  social  intercourse,  and 
purify  the  associations  of  ordinary 
life.  But  it  must  be  good  reading, 
or  the  enjoyment  is  exchanged  for 
unspeakable  annoyance;  not  pompous 
or  theatrical  reading^  but  easy,  fa- 
miliar, and  judicious  reading  ;  such 
reading  as  best  conveys  to  the  hear- 
ers the  true  meaning  of  the  writer." 

"It  certainly  does  appear  strange 
that  those  who  speak  every  day  w  Ith 


the  tone  of  right  r«ason  and  the  em- 
phasis of  truth,  should  so  pervert 
that  beautiful  instrument  of  music, 
the  human  voice,  as  to  read  aloud 
with  any  tone  and  emphasis  but 
those  which  are  right  and  true.  Yet 
so  it  is;  and  many  a  youth  now  sent 
home  from  scJhool  and  college  after 
a  costly,  and  what  is  called  a  finish- 
ed teducation,  is  wholly  incapable  of 
reiadiag  so  as  not  at  the  same  time 
to  disgrace  himself  and  offend  his 
hearers.'* 

"It  is  sometimes  said  that  nothing 
can  be  easier  if  persons  understand 
what  they  are  reading.  But  where, 
then,  are  the  good  readers  who  find 
it  so  easy  ?  or  where,  in  other  words, 
are  the  people  of  understanding  ?  for 
certainly  many  ot  our  readers  would 
be  utterly  unable  to  understand 
themselves,  were  not  the  sense  of 
what  they  utter  conveyed  to  their 
minds  through  the  medium  of  sight." 

"  The  art  of  reading  as  it  is  too 
generally  treated,  would  seem  to  con- 
sist in  the  mere  recognition  and  ut- 
terance of  verbal  signs  of  ideas,  as 
they  appear  to  us  in  their  printed 
form.  But  it  should  never  be  for- 
gotten, that,  unless  a  right  utter- 
ance is  given  to  these  signs,  they  fail 
to  represent  ideas ;  they  are  mere 
words  and  nothing  more.  " 

"  When  ali  the  necessary  requisit- 
es for  a  good  reader  are  taken  into 
account,  we  vvonder  not  so  much  that 
this  accomplishment  is  neglected,  as 
that  it  does  not  constitute,  with  all 
who  look  upon  education  in  its  true 
light,  an  important  means  of  refin- 
ing and  elevating  the  mind,  of  culti- 
vating the  sympathies  and  of  im- 
proving those  habits  of  perception 
and  adaptation  which  are  so  valu- 
able to  all." 

Reading  aloud,  and  reading  well, 
ought  not  to  be  considered  as  mere 
amusement.  A  good  book  well  read 
is  like  the  conversation  of  an  intelli- 
gent friend,  and  ought  to  be  treated 
with  the  same  respect.  It  forms  in 
fact  a  rallying  point,  around  which 
different  tempers,  feelings,  and  con- 
stitutions, can  meet  without  discord  ; 
it  tends  to  draw  each  mind  out  of  its 
petty  cares  and  perplexities,  to  meet 
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with  other  minds  on  common  ground  ; 
where  a  wider  extent  of  interest,  and 
often  a  nobler  range  o£  thought,  have 
the  effect  of  showing,  by  contrast, 
how  trivial  and  unimportant  are  the 
things  of  self,  when  compared  with 
the  great  aggregate  of  human  hap- 


piness and  misery,"— Mrs.  Ellis.

Iboueebolt)  Science^ 


Those  w^ho  have  mado  i:he  closest 
and  most  sympatheiic  study  of  the 
present  "higher  education"  of 
woman,  as  it  is  called,  admit  as  its 
weakest  point  that  much  of  the 
learning  acquired  at  college  is  of 
no  practical  value  to  the  woman  in 
her  after-life.  If  she  becomes  a 
teacher,  or  follows  some  other  strict- 
ly professional  career,  then  her  book- 
learning  becomes  a  real  factor  in  her 
life.  But  statistics  bave  proven 
that  by  far  the  largest  majority  of 
college  girls  marry  and  become  home- 
makers.  These  giiLs  find  themselves 
seriously  handicapped.  They  can 
extract  nothing  practical  from  their 
collegiate  training  and  apply  it  to  the 
work  which  they  suddenly  find  has 
become  the  work  of  their  lives.  Then 
it  Ls  that,  to  many  women,  thein  col- 
lege education  appears  as  sinijularly 
ineffective.  But  says  one  president 
of  a  large  girls'  college,  Girls  do 
not  come  to  college  to  learn  how  to 
sweep  and  cook.  "  To  teach  a 
girl  how  to  sweep  and  cook  would 
be  to  lower  the  standard  of  the  mod- 
ern college  women,"  argues  another. 
Then  by  all  means  let  it  be  lowered, 


and  may  that  day  soon  come  ! 

The  truth  is  that  a  course  which 
would  intelligently  teach  the  rudi- 
ments of  domestic  science  might  well 
take  the  place  of  some  of  the  less 
necessary  studies  at  our  girls'  col- 
leges with  mutual  advantage  to  the 
students  and  the  colleges.  If  to 
"  sweep  and  cook "  were  all  that  is 
included  in  the  study  of  domestic 
science,  this  might  be  questioned.  But 
domestic  science  in  its  reality  is  a 
little  more  than  that.  In  fact,  it  is 
not  easy  to  classify  with  it  any  ether 
Btudy  that  is  so  far  reaching.  It 
goes  to  the  very  root  of  chemistry. 
The  principles  of  bacteriology  apply 
with  absolute  directness  to  the  study 
of  domestic  science.  It  leads  direct 
to  natural  history  and  all  the  laws  of 
Nature,  It  reaches  to  and  touches 
the  physical  man  and  woman  as  no 
other  study  does,— The  Ladies'  Home 
Journal.
